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The world's population is ever-growing, and so is food consumption. However, the land 
available for growing crops is limited. As a result, crop yields must continue to rise. The major 
resources used in the food industry are fossil fuels, but most of this fossil fuel energy is wasted and 
re-used. In addition, the usage of fertilizer and of pesticides in agricultural products has a direct 
impact on the soil by decreasing the productivity of the environment. Contamination of water and 
workable soil is of special concern as it affects the health and food s apply of the general population. 
It is easy to imagine that these factors lead to the emergence of sublethal effects in all beings—not 
only in the near-the-factory level. 

This has a significant bearing on the credibility of any scientific report that declares there is 
a cancer problem on the Earth or even a big cancer problem. Again, what's the point of pointing out 
the obvious if the definition of these terms is so permissive and if it depends on the preponderance 
of evidence, primarily epidemiological, in support of the claims. T/iat would have been the situation 
in the early 1960s when the technology of reverse engineering came into vogue. 

However, there is one company that is trying to protect the environment. Fertilizer 
manufacturer "Silvan" provides agricultural field fertilizer with no toxic chemicals. With their 
advanced knowledge of the fields they produce, they have created a premium formula for healthy 
soil. Some of Silvan's customers include the majority of agricultural markets in the country, as well 
as at large food service companies, retail and health food stores. 

More importantly, Silvan's product has been found to not only prevent soil degradation, but 
they also have the opposite effect - they enrich the soil, providing larger crop yield year by year. 
The “Xylo” fertilizer line does this through its unique nutrient-dosing and additive-ingesting 
properties. Some of this enhanced soil nutrient quality comes from a p/ant-based form of emu/sifier 
called Xyloglucan, also known as Xylolin, and it's what silvan's product does for the soil. The study 
(performed at the University of Belgrade] showed a 5 percentage point increase in the number of 
new plant root-pairs per square metre of soil, and a 12 percentage point reduction in total soil 
nitrogen losses during the growing season. These plants also survived an additional seven hours of 
harsh winter cold, suggesting an increase in photosynthesis at higher temperatures, and a 
significant reduction in the initial nitrogen losses. 

"My fertilizer is 100% natural" States Lea Silvanovic, the owner of Silvan. "The hydroponic 
versions are all not totally synthetic (just the finished fertilizer] and they are all labelled as such." 

"The Xtea fertilizers are known as 'recreational organic' because they are high quality 
products from nature." 

"I am a big supporter of organic farming." Says Silvanovic. "I want to bring good for both the 
environment and the consumer." As the owner of Silvan, she is indirectly responsible for most of 
the organic vegetables and fruits that are being consumed in the entire Yugoslavian region. 

As the production of organic vegetables increases, so too does the demand for these goods. 

"We are now selling our product in almost all of the leading markets in Yugoslavia," 
Silvanovic proudly told us. 
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When asked about the chemica/ makeup of her fertilizer, Silvanovic revealed that it was 
"adiposide", a chemical that has no known side effects and which is used in many organic 
fertilizers. At the moment, Silvanovic is undecided as to whether she will resume her campaigning 
for the Green Party, but she thinks the event showed she was well-versed in environmental issues. 
She feels proud that she was part of a movement that has made a difference and she hopes to 
continue on this path. "Now it's my turn to play a role in the fight against environmental 
destruction," she said. "The doomsday clock is nearing midnight as we speak. Humanity is reaching 
the tipping point with its pollution and abuse of the environment. Nature can't go on like this. So I'll 
fight on to the finish. For the plants." 

Whether through her company or through her activism, it seems that Lea Silvanovic is on a 
noble mission to save the plants. The truth, however, is that she actually presumes these plants as 
one of the most important things in our ecosystem because she is one of the food production 
industry's most vocal defenders, taking every opportunity to reject and sabotage anything which 
threatens to cut back on our dependency on animal agriculture, even if the evidence isn't there. 

"These allegations are preposterous. My only goal is to protect the environment through 
whatever means necessary. My goal has always been ecological in nature. Money is my last 
priority." She denies the accusations, re-affirming her goal as an activist. Whether she's earnest in 
nature or it's all just a mask, only time will tell.
